Bowen, Elenore Smith. Return to laugh- 
ter. Harper, $3.50. Tentative date April 13. 


Modeling fictional characters on actual people, 
the author has them act out situations that il- 
lustrate the customs and characteristics of ihe 
African villages in which she made anthro- 
pological studies. A keen observer and an ac- 
curate recorder, she paints a vivid and real- 
istic picture of the everyday life, the major 
tragedies, and the hilarious celebrations of a 
so-called primitive people who could say with 
truth that their white observer had the under- 
standing of a child. A gripping narrative that 
transcends itself in the author’s moments of 
self-discovery. 


Fuller, Jean Overton. No. 13, Bob. Little, 
$3.50. February 23. 


This account of German counterintelligence 
during World War II closely parallels facts 
disclosed by Giskes in London calling North 
Pole (Booxuist 50:9, S 153). A British intel- 
ligence agent, captured after parachuting 
into France to organize resistance groups, dis- 
covered that the Germans were aware of 
resistance activities and were sending false 
messages to London over captured British ra- 
dio sets to lure unsuspecting airmen to capture 
and death. The intelligence officer, through 
the author, defends ensuing actions which, al- 
though interpreted by some fellow prisoners 
as collaboration, were undertaken in the des- 
perate hope of obtaining an opportunity to 
warn London. 


Lewis, George and Fish, Byron. Elephant 
tramp. Little, $4. February 28. 


Led by a passion for elephants Slim Lewis ran 
away with the circus as a boy, followed the 
Big Tops for 27 years, and finally realized his 
ambition of handling Tusko, the largest out- 
law elephant in the country. The experienced 
bull handler’s matter-of-fact account of the 
hundreds of elephants he has known and re- 
garded as almost human is filled with the ex- 
citement of a dangerous occupation, the color 
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of circus life, and a vast amount of pachyderm 
lore.

Hobart, Alice Tisdale (Nourse). Venture 
into darkness. Longmans, $3.95. March 


When David Conway encouraged Paul Damon 
to come to Communist China to relieve him of 
his bank job, so that David could return to 
America, he was so intent on leaving China 
that he deliberately failed to warn the young- 
er man of the increasing Communist hostility 
to American businessmen. Later, haunted by 
remorse when Paul was imprisoned, David re- 
turned to China to attempt his rescue, but dis- 
covered Paul had been executed, and he him- 
self betrayed by a man he believed friendly. 
Eventually, seeking atonement, he sacrificed 
his life to save three people, including the 
young Communist who had betrayed him. A 
powerful novel of conflicts between old China 
and new, and between the Chinese and for- 
eigners in China. 


King, Evan. Children of the black-haired 
people; a chronicle of love in a remote 
Asian village. Rinehart, $5. April 11. 


A story of the love between a village peasant 
in a remote Chinese province, probably short- 
ly before the Communist regime, and a slave- 
girl belonging to the village seeress, a wicked 
and lewd character who traffics in girls and in 
prophecies, preying upon the superstitious ig- 
norance of the villagers. Particularly baleful 
is her influence on the lives of the peasant and 
slave who defied her and tradition to marry. 
A fascinating portrayal of bureaucratic cor- 
ruption, peasant life and customs, and the 
struggle of good men and women to preserve 
decency. Frankness in regard to sex and hy- 
giene may repel some readers. 


Markandaya, Kamala. Nectar in a sieve. 
Day, $3.50. April 7. 


The story of a peasant family in rural India 
and of the resignation and ingenuity with 
which they met economic changes and natural 


disasters. Dignity of character, self-reliance, 


and unselfish love are portrayed with a skill 
and charm that mitigate the baser human at- 
tributes and the somber succession of trage- 
dies that followed industrialization in their 
village. A novel to read and, perhaps, re-read 
for full appreciation. 


Tutton, Diana. Mamma. Macmillan, $3.50. 
Tentative date April 12. 
A light-hearted portrait of a normal, under- 





standing mother, the reverse of the difficult 
lady portrayed in Guard your daughters 
(Book .ist 50: 230, F 15 54). At forty-one, .Jo- 
anna Malling, a reluctant but not too rebel- 
lious widow of 20 years standing, is presented 
with a son-in-law only six years her junior. 
Antagonistic at first, Joanna and Steve he- 
come aware of a dangerous attraction, but the 
exercise of a little heroism and much common 
sense enables Joanna to return Steve safely to 
the arms of her unsuspecting daughter.

This doc- 
trine, he claims, reaches into every man’s eth- 
ics, politics, and daily work; it teaches him 
that moralism ard good works are not enough, 
that salvation lies only within the church, a 
community of the faithful. Although it is ex- 
pounded with power and eloquence, the doc- 
trine may still seem alien to modern liberal 
Protestants and intellectuals to whom the book 
is directed.

The Dean of the Harvard Law School, a Re- 
publican and a conservative, defends the right 
of American citizens to invoke the fifth 
amendment. He upholds the fifth amendment 
as an old friend from early English common 
law, a safeguard for the individual against the 
collective power of the heresy hunting state. 
He also makes some recommendations for the 
reform of legislative investigations, that would 
make them square with the American iradi- 
tion of “due process of law.” This forthright 
little book is based upon speeches originally 
delivered to legal and educational groups.

A professor of educa- 
tion, who also has an international reputation 
as an authority on problems of juvenile delin- 
quency, does a workmanlike job of pointing 
out the techniques of recognizing, diagnosing, 
and treating the delinquent and pre-delin- 
quent child, utilizing all of the community’s 
resources.

The plan, which proceeds by five- 
year periods, is of most value to the person 
who begins his savings program at about age 
eighteen, but, the author affirms, it is never 
too late to begin the discipline of saving. For 
those whose high- school education did not in- 
clude training in business mathematics, this 
provides an explanation of the mathematics of 
finance, the principles of investment, budget- 
ing, and the like.

Despite the preponder- 
ance of bloodcurdling incidents, the book is 
limited in appeal both by lack of diversity in 
content and by the French expert’s undefined 
speleological terms, condescending attitude, 
and pretentious style.

Acknowledging that he, with a coura- 
geous wife, a good job, and a philosophical ac- 
ceptance of his fate, is one of the more fortu- 
nate ones, he directs the reader’s attention to 
the physical sufferings and spiritual agonies 
or triumphs of his hospital mates. He inserts 
a plea for the continuance of veterans’ serv- 
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ices, which are almost the only hope of par- 
aplegics.
